The removal on Jan. 1st of all fed­ 
eral taxes from railroad fares, ice 
cream, soft'drinks, and other so-called 
“nuisance” levies will save consurn 
ers throughout, the United States about 
$500,000,000 a year, It is estimated on 
the basis of returns to the Internal 
Revenue bureau. 
The revenue law of 1021, passed re ­ 
cently, repeals and modifies in innum ­ 
erable instances the much complained 
of levies in the revenue law of 1918. 
The 1918 law, which was passed to 
finance the great cost of the w ar, was 
aimed to take from the consum ers 
IO per cent each year on luxury and 
transportation expenditures totalling 
m ore than $5,000,000,000. 
Under the new law the consum er 
will be relieved of direct taxation at 
a rate ranging from $3 to $5 for each 
person in the United States. No more 
extra charges under the w ar tax legis­ 
lation will be made by the m erchant 
when selling goods. 
The tax on all

moved by the new law in so' far .is 
the additional “penny" paym ents are 
concerned. 
However, the governm ent does not 
stand to lose much under the new law.

Lemons grow wild all over the lf! a nil 
of Norfolk, a British possession iii tire 
Smith I’avitic, according to 'I Lomas J, 
,M<.Million, In the 'J ra m -P u d tic Ii aga 
zinc. 
lie writes that iii every garden 
and paddock arc cl ut (tpk of trees ever 
bearing fruit In wonderful abundance, 
and of a variety full of rich juice 
and with a rind most .suitable for 
lemon peel. 
Little factories, family concerns, ate 
dotted all over the islands. They are 
usually roughly constructed wooden 
building-

into three rooms.
